court  of  enquiry,  within  whofe  bounds  he 
may  relide  ; and  it  fhall  at  all  times 
hereafter  be  the  duty, of  every  fuch  cap- 
tain  or  commanding  officer  of  a compa 
iiy,  to  enrol  every  fuch  white  male  as  a 
Torefaid,  and  all  thofe  who  ffiall  from  time 
to  time,  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  or  being  of  the  age  of  eightee 
years,  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five 
years,  (except  as  before  excepted,)  lhall 
come  to  refide  within  his  bounds,  and 
ffiall,  without  delay,  notify  fuch  perfon 
of  the  faid  enrolment,  by  a proper  non 
cominiffioned  officer,  by  whom  fuch  no 
tice  may  be  proved.

That  the  Prefident  of  the  United  State\ 
upon  complaint  for  inifconduA  lodgecf 
with  the  department  of  war,  in  writin 
by  any  one  or  more  commitfioned  officers  ' 
may  at  his  difcrction  caufe  to  be  arrefted 
any  major-general  or  brigadier-general 
and  order  a Court  martial,  to  be  coin 
nol'ed  of  all  the  other  general  officers 
field  officers,  and  captains,  or  fo  many 
of  them  (having  regard  to  feniority)  as 
ftiall  amount  to  thirteen,  in  the  inilit 
of  the  territory ; which  court  martial 
(hall  proceed  in  the  fame  v/ay,  and  under 
the  fame  reftriftions,  as  is  htreaftcr 
provided  for  the  trial  of  field  officers. 
And  any  major-general  or  brigadier 
general,  for  milcondutfl  within  their 
knowledge,  or  rtpon  complaint 
lodged  in  writing,  by  any  commilfioncd

^\'^hat  does  this  dark  apnlog)-, 
mixed  xvilh  accufation,  amount  to, 
but  to  inerealc  and  confirm  the  fuf- 
jiicion,  that  fomething  was  xvrong. 
Adminiilration  only  xvas  poireifed  of 
foreign  ofiUial  information,  and  ic 
xvas  only  upon  that  iiifonnaiion  com- 
iminicated  bx  him  jiublicly  or  pri- 
vately, or  to  congrefs,  that  congrels 
could  ai5l  ; and  it  is  not  in  the  pow- 
er ot  .Mr.  .Adams  to  fliexv,  from  the 
condition  of  the  belligerent  poxvers, 
that  any  imperious  necessiir/  called 
for  the  xvarlike  and  expensive  mca- 
fur'es  of  his  adminiilration. 

V/hat  the  corrcrpondencc  between 
adininiflration  and  Kufus  Ling  in 
London,  or  Q,uincy  Adams  in  Hol- 
land, or  Berlin,  might  'ue,  is  but  lit- 
tle knoxvn.  The  public  papers  havg 
t lid  us,  that  tlie  former  Isecaiiie  c:t 


bearer  from  tbe  London  underv/ri-  ji 
ters  to  Captain  Triixton,  for  which,  'j 
as  minifter  from  a neutral  nation, 
he  ought  to  have  been  cenfured.  It 
is,  however,  a feature  that  marks  the 
policies  of  the  minifter,  and  hints  at 
the  charafler  of  the  correfpond- 
erice. 

I know  it  is  the  opinion  of  fever- 
al  members  of  both  houfes  of  Con- 
grefs,  that  an  enquiry,  with  refpefl 
to  the  condu6l  of  the  late  adminif- 
tration  ought  to  be  gone  into.  Tlie 
convulfed  date  into  which  the  coun- 
try has  been  thrown,  will  be  beft  fet- 
tled hy  a full  and  fair  expofition  of 
the  condudl  of  that  admiiiiftratioa, 
and  the  caufes  and  objecl  of  that 
conducl.  To  be  deceived,  or  to  re- 
main deceived,  can  be  the  intereft  of 
no  man  who  feeks  the  public  good  ; 
and  it  is  the  deceiver  only,  or  one  in- 
terefted  in  the  deception,  that  can 
wifli  to  preclude  enquiry. 

The  fufpicion  againft  the  late  ad- 1 
miniftraticn,  is,  that  it  was  plotting 
to  overturn  the  reprefentaiive  fy-  \ 
'em  of  government,  and  that  it  j 
ipread  alarms  of  invafions  that  had 
no  foundation,  as  a pretence  for 
raifing  and  ellablifliing  a military  ; 
force,  as  the  means  of  accomplifh-  j 
ing  that  objefl. 

The  law,  called  the  fedition  law, 
enafled,  that  “ If  any  perfon  (liould  ' 
“ write  or  -publifli,  or  caufe  to  be  ! 

written  or  piAdfhed  any  libel  (with  j 
“ out  defining  what  a libel  is)  againft 
“ the  government  ot  the  United 
“ States,  or  either  Houfe  of  Con-  | 
“ grefs,  or  againft  the  Prefident,  he 
“ ftiould  be  puniflied  by  a fine  not 
“ exceeding  two  thoufand  dollars, 
“ and  imprifonment  not  exceeding 
“ two  years.” 

But  it  is  a much  greater  crime 
for  a PreCdent  to  plot  againft  - con- 
feitution  and  the  liberties  of  the  peo- 
ple, than  for  an  individual  to  plot 
againft  a prefident ; and  confequent- 
ly  John  Adams  is  accountable  to 
the  public  for  his  conduct,  as  the  in- 
dividuals under  his  adminlftration, 
were  to  the  fedition  law. 

The  objedt,  however,  of  an  en- 
quiry in  this  cafe,  is  not  to  punifli, 
but  to  fatisfy  ; and  to  ftiew  by  ex- 
ample to  future  adminiftrations,  tha' 
an  abufe  of  power  and  truft,  hov^- 
verdifguifed  by  appearances,  or  ren- 
dered plaufible  bv  pretence,  is  one 
time  or  other  to  be  accouited  for.

'Friends  and  F'lloto  Citizens, 

AFl'EH  a fervice  of  ten  years  in 
the  ftatc  legifiature  and  congrd's,  1 have 
voluntarily  withdrawn  from  public  fer- 
vice. 

I pray  you  to  accept  ir.y  grateful 
thtnks  for  the  frequent  evidences  of  ef- 
teem  and  confidence  1 have  received 
from  you.  They  are  evidences  of  ref- 
peft  that  will  be  ever  gratefully  remem-  | 
bered  by  me. 

Before  1 take  my  final  leave  of  you, 
permit  me  to  give  you  fome  account  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  laft  congrefs, 
without  referve  or  without  prejudice  to 
any  fet  of  men,  and  without  the  fear  of 
cenfure  or  the  hope  of  applaufc,  to  ftate 
my  opinions.  t 

I will  begin  with  thofe  proceedings 
that  m l un  m.-diatcly  concern  our  ftate 
and  the  weftern  country  in  general  ; I 
mean  the  ftiutting  of  the  Port  of  New 
Orleans  againft  the  Americans,  contrary 
to  treaty.  Moft  of  the  proceedings  on 
th;%-fubje£ii  was  tranfaAcd  with  clofed 
doors  ; and  although  I am  not  permit- 
ted to  difclofij  what  did  pafs  in  our  fe- 
cret  fittings,  I am  a:  liberty  to  fpeak  of 
-what  did  not  pafs.  The  idea  held  out 
to  our  government  by  the  Spanilh  ininif- 
ter  lefident  in  the  United  States  was, 
that  this  was  the  aft  of  the  inteiidant 

and  not  the  aft  of  tbe  Spanifh  court 

Thisididnot  bef.  ve,  and  was  there- 
fore of  opinion,  that  it  was  the  policy  of 
the  United  States  to  order  her  troops  to 
take  poiTefiton  of  the  illand  of  New  Or- 
leans, for  the  following  rcafon:,  to  wit : 

I ft.  If  it  was  the  unauthorized  aft  of 
the  intendant,  the  Court  of  Spain  could 
not  blame  us  to  refill  with  manly  firm- 
nefs,  any  unauthorized  aggrefllon  on 
our  national  rights.  P.ndly,  Ifit  was 
the  i^ftof  the  Court  of  Spain,  it  was  our 
duty  to  protect  pur  citizens  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a right  fecured  to  them  by 
treaty.  3dly,  That  ifland  and  the  ad- 
jacent country  muft  belong  to  the  Unit- 
ed States,  or  tfie  fruit  of  the  people  in 
the  weftern  country  will  always  be  in 
the  power  of  the  foreign  nation  holdine 
that  port  or  place.  4thly,  Becaiife  ] 
believe  that  the  ftate  of  afiairsin  Europ 
opened  a fair  opportunity  for  us  to  tak 
poiTcflion  of  a country  all  agree  w»  muft 


on  fome  day  own.  5th!y.  Bccaufe  our 
treafury  could  well  afford  the  fupport  ot 
the  army  neceirary  t'l  conquer  the  coun- 
ti-y,  and  weftern  men  a plenty  would  ex- 
ecute the  enieiprizo.  You  readily  per- 
ceive I was  not  favorable  to  fending  an 
envoy— -a  weak  nation  muft  beg  for  its 
rights  ; but  a ftrong  one  ought  to  de- 
mand tliciii.  I have  no  fear  but  Mr. 
Monroe  will  return  with  an  acknowledg- 
ment of  our  rights  to  the  port  of  New 
Orleans — But  who  can  tell  how  long  it 
will  be  before  the  right  may  be  again 
invaded.  I do  not  believe  that  our  gov- 
ernment confidered  the  (hutting  of  the 
port,  the  uiiauthoriJ.cd  aft  ot  the  in- 
tendant. If  they  did,  why  fend  a iiii- 
iilfter.  In-fine,  if  it  was  unauthorized, 
could  not  the  Court  of  Spain  long  lince  , 
have  opened  the  port  ? I alk  the  candid 
mhid  to  anfwcr  the  quetllon. 

A law  palled  authorizing  the  Prefi- 
dent  to  hold  in  readinefs  to  march  at  a 
moments  warning,  80,000  malitia,  or  to 
accept  of  the  fervice  of  any  portion  of 
them,  as  volunteers.  I did  not  vote  for 
this  law,  becaufe  I do  believe  it  to  be  a 
violation  of  the  coiiftitution.  '1  hat  in- 
ftnimetu  cxprefsly  gives  the  power  of 
raifing  and  fupporting  armies  to  congrefs 
— and  I do  not  believe  it  fafe  or  confti- 
tutional  to  transfer  their  power  to  the 
I'relident  or  any  othei  perfon.  If  troops 
are  necefTary,  Congrefs  ought  to  raile 
them — If  they  are  found  necefTary  in  the 
recefs,  the  Prefident  can  convene  Cen- 
grefs.  Befides  this  objcftioii,  others 
operated  with  me.  It  is  well  known 
that  malitia  cannot  be  marched  out  o 
the  United  States,  and  no  partici>ar 
provifion  is  made  for  raifing  vo!unt-ers. 
Hence  1 conclude  they  will  not  N raif- 
ed.  I therefore  confider  the  lav  a pom- 
pous nullity. 

V’arioiis  propofitions  werc-oade  from 
both  the  republican  and  fVeral  fide  of 
the  houfe  on  the  fubjeft  -’1  port  ol 
New  Orleans  : aiidboi*»  'o  my  opinion,, 
equally  inlincere.  , 

The  republicans  labouring  by  faint 
Ihevvs  to  quiet ‘he.  nrinds  of  the  wcflern 
people,  left  tley  raight  attempt  to  re- 
venge thei’  own  v rongs,  and  thereby 
commit  tlv  peace  of  the  United  States 
oefore  tlv  refult  of  negociation  could  be 
known  and  the  federalifts  exerting 
themf^eslo  embarrafs  the  negociation 
fc  as'-^  defeat  its  objeft.  I muft  there- 
fore cohclude,  that  in  the  touted  of 
c/tiflifting  parties,  already  advanced 
coo  far  in  oppofitioii  to  each  other,  the 
weftern  people  have  been  neglcfted. — 
For  I cannot  impute  to  any  of  our  fil- 
ter ftates,  the  want  of  good  will  towards 
us.  I have  already  Hid  the  political 
conteft  had  gone  too  far — I explain  in 
this  way — under  the  Adminiftiatioa  ot 
Mf.  Adams,  the  republicans,  then  th  ■ ' 
minority,  complained  of  the  following 
errors,  to  wit — The  conftant  increafe  ot 
expence — the.  third  he  fliewed  for  power 
— and  his  .willingnefs  to  engage  iu  war, 
on  flight  pretences — Under  the  admi- 
niftration  of  Mr.  JefFerfon,  the  leading 
republicah  members  have  pledged  them- 
felves  to  pay  the  national  debt  in  feven- 
teen  years,  after  repealing  the  internal 
taxes,~Any  ftep  therefore  that  will 
break  in  on  this  arrangement  will  be  op- 
pofed  by  the  leading  republicans,becaufe 
the  wifdom  of  the  Prefident  and  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  fecretary  of  the  treafury, & 
their  own  fifeal  knowledge,  is  at  ftake. 
Every  ftep  therefore  that  tends  to  fimi- 
late  the  adminiftration  of  Mr.  Jefferfon 
to  that  of  Mr.  Adams,  whether  it  be 
necelfary  or  not,  will  be  oppofed  by  the 
piefent  majority.  The  Fedcralifts,  de- 
firous  of  bringing  tjie  adminiftration  of 
Mr,  Jefferfon  into  difrepute,  will  do  all 
in  their  power  to  adopt  meafures  calcu- 
lated to  increafe  expence,  and  if  polfible, 
breed  war,  no  matter  on  what  pretences 
or  v/ith  what  nation.  So  that  they 
miy  fay,  Adams  made  peace,  Jefferfon 
made  war.  F.arly  laft  feflion,  a rcfolu- 
tion  was  introduced  and  pafTed  relating 
to  the  port  of  New  Orleans  ; wherein  it 
was  declared  that  congrefs  received  with 
great  fenfibility  the  information  of  the 
ciofiiig  of  that  port.  See.  But  adhering 
to  their  former  pacific  difpofition,  8tc — 
I did  not  vote  for  this  refoliuion,  be- 
caufe at  a time  when  one  of  the  beft 
rights  of  the  weftern  people  was  arbi- 
trarily withheld  from  them,  I did  not 
think  it  proper  to  declare  v;e  would  be 
pacific.  Of  what  avail  is  national 
(Irength  if  we  do  not  exert  it  to  hold 
our  rights.  I aui  for  being  pacific  fo  far 
as  relates  to  the  rights  of  other  nations; 
but  will  repel  by  force  every  encroach- 
rnent  on  our  national  rights. 

I will  add  only  one  remark  more  on 
this  fubjeft,  viz — I fee  the  Spanilh  min- 
iftcr  here  has  declared  the  port  of  New 
Orleans  again  open  to  the  -■Americans  ; 
Rut  if  the  public  prints  are  to  be  cre- 
dited. that  ifland  is  in  pofleffion  of 
the  French  ; at  leaft,  L’Auflat,  in  the 
name  of  the  French  republic,  has  ilTued  a 
procla.nation  to  that  effeft.  1,  fuppofe 
the  Spanilh  authority  has  ceafed — and  if 
the  French  gain  polVelfion  of  that  coun- 
try, our  hopes  of  ever  obtaining  it  are 
very  faint.  I believe  we  have  let  the 
golden  opportunity  pafs  bv,  without 
reaping  the  benefit  it  offered  us. 

'i’here  was  one  otherinftacce  in  which 
I thought  the  Wof'ern  people  were  refu- 
fed  a rcafonable  indulgence,  to  wit— 


As  thi  government  could  not  or  did  not 
proteft  us  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  right 
of  depofit  at  Orleans,  and  as  our  produce 
without  it  muftpevi!h  on  our  hands,  and 
of  courfc  the  fainier  be  without  money 
to  pav  his  taxes.  I introduced  a vel'o- 
kuion  to  fufpend  the  collcftion  of  t.axes 
due  the  United  States,  in  the  weftern 
country  until  the  port  was  reftored. — 
I'his  refolution  was  rejefted  by  the 
committee  of  ways  and  means  ; aklio’ 
.1  fimilar  indulgence  had  but  a few-  days 
before  been  granted  to  the  merchants  of 
Portfmouth.  New  Hamplliire. 

The  fait  fpring  in  the  Indiana  Terri- 
tory has  lately  been  obtained  by  treaty 
from  the  Indians,  and  the  government 
propofes  to  have  the  fait  works  at  that 
place  carried  on  at  its  own  expcnce,  and 
to  fell  the  fait  at  half  a dollar  per  bulh- 
el  at  the  lick.  The  Prefuient  being  de- 
termined to  break  down  the  monopoly 
of  fait  in  this  county;  and  congrefs,  by 
law,  gave  3,000  dol'ars  to  fet  the  works 
in  motion.

peopt:  »f  thofe  ftates. 

Cur  revenue  from  commerce  is  in  a« 
i.iprecedentcd  ftate  of  profperity.  Up- 
wards of  two  niilkons  of  dollars  was  re-

ccived  into  the  public  treafury  in  the  laft 
year,  ending  the  30th  of  September, 
1802  ; a fum  greater  by  about  two  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  than  was  ever  before 
received  with  the  aid  tof  excifes  and 
ftamped  duties.  . This  has  enabled  the 
government  to  meet  with  regularity  all 
the  current  demands  againft  it  ; and  al- 
io to  pay  nine  millions  of  dollars  in  dif- 
charge  of  the  principal  and  intereft  of 
the  national  debt;-  befides  1,287,600 
dollars  paid  by  the  lale  of  bank  (lock — 
leaving  ftill  in  the  treafury',  a fum  of  a- 
bout  4,500,000  dollars'.  In  addition  to 
this,  the- fecretary  of  the  treafury  affures 
us,  that  unlcfs  fome  unforefeen  ’calami- 
ty (hall  befal  us,  there  will  be  no  necef- 
fity  for  increafing  the  pubic  burthen  by 
additional  taxation. 

The  funi  necelfary  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expences  of  tbe  government  this 
year,  is  2,660,000  dollars.  About  the 
time  M>'.  Jefferfon  came  into  office,  the 
current  cxpt.»es  of  the  government  was 
near  three  times  that  fuui.  The  warfare 
in  which  we  were  engaged  with  Tripoli, 
is  not  yet  determined.  Some  armed 
vclfels  arc  continued  in  the  Mediterra- 
nean lea,  for  the  purpofe  of  protefting 
our  commerce  in  that  quarter. 

The  late  peace  in  Europe  has  had  a 
material  efiTeft  on  our  exports.  The  va- 
lue of  exports  from  the  United  State.s, 
in  the  year  1601,  was  ninety  three  mil- 
lions of  doll.irs  : for  1802,  it  was  71, 
857,144  doll, (ra — a fum  lefs  by  near 
20,000,000  dollars,  than  the  preceding 
year.  This  diminution  of  exports  ap 
pears  to  have  taken  place  in  the  middle 
and  fouthern  ftates  (Georgia  excepted) 
while  the  caftern  ftates  have  rather  gain- 
ed in  their  aggregate  for  the  laft  year. 
This  may  be  accounted  for  in  two  ways 
— Iff,  a reduftion  of  the  price  of  the  fta- 
ple  commodities  in  the  middle  and  fouth- 
ern  Rates  (except  Georgia)  while  thofe 
of  the  eaftern  ftates  have  kept  up  their 
former  prices.  2dly,  there  being  a great 
number  of  veifel-owners  in  the  eaftern 
Hates,  fo  that  their  produce  finds  its 
way  to  market  fooner  and  -with  more 
cafe  than  the  other  Rates,  and  becaufe 
they  have  their  carrying  trade  in  their 
own  hands,  while  the  other  ftates  are 
dependent  on  vetfel-owners  from  abroad 
to  take  their  produce  to  a market.  I 
think  our  national  profperity  has  grown 
faff  under  the  adminiftration  of  Mr. 
Jefferfon..  The  farmer  and  laborer  re- 
lieved froni  taxation,  enjoy  the  fruit  of 
their  induftry— our  manufailories  daily 
increaling — our  national  debt  melting 
away  by  the  help  of  commerce — federal- 
ifm  almoll  deffroyed — and  the  violence 
of  party  in  fociety  coitfidcrably  leffen- 
ed. 

It  has  been  reported  that  I had  de- 
clined ffeing  a candidate  for  the  next 
congrefs,  with  a view  of  favoring  the 
eleftion  of  Gen.  Adair~I  declare  that 
I had  no  fuch  view  ; I wifli  to  fee  inde- 
pendent men  elefled  to  the  next  Con- 
grefs. 'Men  who,  fegardlefs  of  the 
charge  of  federalifm,  will  firmly  con- 
tend for  the  rights  of  the  ■weftern  peo- 
ple. 

I wifh  to  fee  thofe  men  eleifed  mem- 
bers who  will  view  with  becoming  jea- 
loufy  the  growing  influence  of  the  great 
ftates  of  New  York  and  Virginia,  in 
the  councils  of  the  nation.
